Organized in 1812, Hancock County is bounded on the: south by 
the Gulf of Mexico and on the west by the Pearl River. The 
county ranks fiftythird in area and was named for John Hancock, 
first signer of the Declaration of Independence, 

Only eight counties had been organized' when Hancock and 
Jackson Counties were formed on the same day. 


BAY ST. LOUIS 


The Bay of St. Louis was the scene of the misnamed Battle of 


Pass Christian in 1814. British ViceAdmiral Cochrane was 
Following Andrew Jackson from. Pensacola, Florida while Jackson 
was rushing to defend New Orleans. In an effort to delay 


Cockrane's Fleet and prevent his forcing a passage through the 
Mississippi Sound, the American Flotilla consisting of five 
gunboats and Commanded by Lt. Catesby Jones, was stationed in the 
shallow bay where the enemy's heavier ships could not follow. On j 
December 14, ‘t*»# fave aAnerican vessels wre attacked by fortyf..-+ A 
British Ships and withan an hour each American vessel was either i: 
captured or sunk. The casualties incluede 80 Americans and 300 
British. 
At the time of the battle the town of Bay St. Louis was 
known as Chiel2tore, for Thoma Shields who had obtains: a S,pinic 
Land Grant in 1789. Dicnv-lle mad explored the bay in 1699 naming 
it St. Louis for King Louis IX. In 1720, John Law, Mississippi 
Land Bubble promoter had given the land around the bay to Madame 
de Mezieres, but. the stability of each of these colonization 
efforts was very uncertain. 
The FrenchCanadians who lived about the bay area intermarred 
with the Indians, Spainards, and Acadians expelled from Nova 
——-——- Seotta>—in_the—shtuttiing—of—soverignties of-the-Fighteenth 4 
Century, the people living around the bay were ignored ‘by 
anything that resembled government. Yet when the British 
defeated Lt. Jones in 1814, Shieldsboro was an established summer 
retreat for wealthy Natchez Planters. 
Because land titles in this section were based on claims 
that involved twentythree types of tenure, including claims of 
the State of Georgia, some of the best lawyers in the profession 
were drawn here. By 1825 Shieldsboro rivalled Pearlington as the 
seat of Hancock County Courts, and the Military Road that Andrew 
Jackson had out through the pine woods into Shieldsboro was 
bringing the town a substantial part of the back country. 
The building of the New Orleans, Mobile and..Chattanooga  _ 
Railroad, which was completed in 1869 did much for the 
development of the town as a summer resort and less of a rural 
center. ; . 
The Shieldboro Post Office was established in October ll, 
1819 with John B. Toulmie as postmaster. The name was changed to 
Bay St. Louis on April 27, 1875. :

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FENTON 


Fenton, a ghost sawmill town, was established on a road 
leading through the Jordan River Swamp about four miles east of 
Kiln. 
Long ago, river steamers anchored here and unloaded their 
cargoes into a large warehouse. Bargemen steered their bulky 
craft down the bayous into the Jordan River while on shore the 
teamsters hauled logs through the swamp on oxwagons, 

The town's early settlers were largely of French descent, 
but among the pioneers were some of the Cuevas, orginally 
Spanish. Amoung those who were born at Fenton was Earl Cuevas, 
an author of poems and sketches for newspapers. 


KILN 


Located about thirteen miles northwest of Bay St. Louis, the 
date of settlement is not known but the town was named for the 
immense kilns where the origianl French settlers burned charcoal 
to sell. 

Charcoal burning at Kiln ws: superseded by sawmilling when 
in 1870, Samuel L. Favre built a sawmill and operated it along 
with a general store. In 1908 the W.W. Carre Lumber Company 
bought this mill site and moved all the old homes from the river 
bank. In their place one of the largest sawmills in the South 
was erected. 

In tne process of renovating aud clearing up the buiiding 
sites, some of the workman conceived the idea that pirates had 
used this area as a hiding place for their treasures. Divining 
rods of all description were brought in and it was not. uncommon 
to arise in the morning to find deep holes dug in different parts 
of one's property. It is generally known that a band of pirates 
did operate in this area but if any treasure was ever found

The lumber mill burned in 1912 and in 1913 the remaining 


interests were purchased by the Edward Hines Lumber Company. The 
logging railroad was then extended to Lumberton, passenger trains 
were added, and the company built a hospital and a fiftyroom 
hotel. 

During Prohibition the territory around Kiln was the center 
of a moonshing industry and was known for its quality of whiskey 
as far--north as Milwaukee, Wisconsin. It is said that one boat 
alone brought 1,000 sacks of sugar a week here for the 
manufacture of the famous Kiln "Shinny". Strange tales of giant 
stills hidden under sawdust piles, and rumored connections of 
Kiln with Chicago's Capone Gang still afford interest. — ued 

In February, 1930 the mill closed, the railroad was torn up, 
and the houses, hotel and hospital eventually disappeared. 
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BI. MARIE HELENE CHRISTIAN LADNER married JUAN de CUEVas 
Prior to listing the very vital and necessaryecorrect information on the 
children of this couple, I must say that I have perhaps read more valid infor-_ 
mation as well as absolutely erroneous information on Juan de Cuevas than any 
‘J——-other single person named in this book. The valid information is interesting fied 
and deals with the authentic history of our coastal area. The incorrect infor- 
mation that has been printed and sold in our area does disservice to this fam- ‘ 
ily and to the true history of our area. I will say no more in this regard. 
The present day descendants of this couple may be found under the names 
of CUEVAS, CUAVE, COUEVAS as well as QUAVES AND QUAVE. However, all persons 
known by thése several names are descendants of this couple regardless of the 
change from the original spelling of CUEBAS to CUEVAS. 
An interesting document, ironically mis-indexed under the name "QUAILS" 
is found in the old Deed records of Harrison County, Mississippi. Because of ts 
its vital information in absolutely identifying and naming the then living ‘De 
children of this couple, I will set forth this document in its entirety. or 
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However, we see a slightly different iineage in the following record: 


"On Apiil 21, 1798, I, Father Antonio de Sedella, Capuchin Reli- 
gious, priest of the Cathedral Church of the City of New Orleans, 
baptised and administered the Holy Oils to a girl who was born on 
October 1, 1797, the legitimate daughter of Juan Cuebas and Maria.

It would appear to this writer that he apparently abandoned his holdings 
on Cat Island, taking his cattle, some of his family and other belongings and 
moved to the mainland. However, it also appears to this writer that he did 
also leave nie dwellings and the Island to his descendants who continued to 
reside there. Just when Juan de Cuebas/Cuevas appeared on the scene, I do not 
know. The earliest reference that I can locate is his apparent marriage ce 1794 
to 3I. Marie Helene Christian Ladner and his subsequnt move to Cat Island. 


From all valid and documented records, he was on the Island in the late 
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1790s and continued to reside there until his death in 1849 and burial in the 
Biloxi, Mississippi cemetery. However, whether he did or did not have a valid 
settlement claim after the abandonment of the Island by 3. Nicholas Ladner dit 
Christian is immaterial at this time. He and his family were living on the Is- 
land, made a claim for that part he had settled on and it was surveyed.

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If you will note the underlined emphasized portion of the above survey, 
it is for "a part of Cat Island" and not the entire Island. After consulting 
current maps of Cat Island, I estimate that it is approximately the western

(The following article was printed in the Sunday Magazine Section of the 
Times-Picayune on May 7, 1922 (New Orleans, LA) 


If the poet who wrote "A sorrow's crown of sorrows is remembering hap- 
pier days" had known James A. Cuevas, the "Sage of Beauvoir," we might 
have had a different meaning to the lines; for memory of the time when 
"life was one glad, sweet " does not embitter but serves as a trea- 
sure-house when in the evening of his life he sees with eyes that see no 

‘more the wonderful drama ended in the old days of the Mississippi Gulf 
Coast, its islands and its waters. His grandfather was one of Jackson's 
veterans of the Battle of New Orlzans. Cat Island, on the Mississippi 
coast, was yiven to him for his services to his country.

4 This will is one of the latest "finds" in the continous search for 
additional information on our ancestors. It was recently found in 
the National Archives, Washington, D.C. by Darrell Helton who is 
a Graveline descendant through Louise Catherine Baudrau Bouzage 
(Bosarge). The will is such an exciting document that it needed 
to be shared by the thousands of Graveline descendants. 


Graveline would have been about 79 at the time this document was 
written; he was baptized in May 1671. He was one of eight childrer 
born to Mathurine Marguerite Juillet and Urbain Boudreau dit 
Graveline. 


In a forthcoming issue of this publication there will be an article 
on the Baudrau's (Braudreau). 


This will is copied exactly like the handwritten translation and 
can be found at the National Archives’ under Reference Division "'D", 
Miss.

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The ancestors of the clan descented from Adolph Kergoisien 
and Elodie Mauffray have a very promient history. Our earlist 
ancestor in the new world was Louis Hebert. Mr. Hebert arrived 
originally with Champlain and in 1604 he is considered as the 
founder of the city of Quebec. Robert Drouin another of the 
ancestors arrived in Canada in 1634. Robert Drouin and his 
bride, Anne Cloutier executed the first marriage Contract in the 
new world. Pierre Morin married Marie Martin in 1682 in Canada. 
The second Pierre Morin their son, married to Francoise Chiason 
who was the daughter of the founder of the Chiasson clan a man 
named Guyon, 

In October 1698, Iberville left for the new world. Our 
first ancestor arrived with him in 1699. The mans name was Jean 
Baptiste Baudreaux de Graveline. Tbe Graveline family has an 
asociation and has attempted to reach those family members who 
live around the world. Jean Baptiste married Marianne Paquet on 
Aug. 26, 1726 in Mobile, Alabama. He was a very wealthy man and 
owned all of the Barrier Islands off Mississippi and Alabama. As 
well as most of the land that is now Jackson County, Mississippi. 
Jean Baptiste lived during the entire French control of the 
Mississippi Gulf Coast. His will, written in 1750 is attached 
tater, Jean Baptiste was one of the leaders ot the exp-.dition 
that established the Old Spanish Trail from Mobile, to San 
Antonio. 

Another person who we should note is Hugo Ernestos Krebs, 
who has becn attributed the invention of the cotton gin as eariy 
Ss. 27 F2e Because hr iived outsiage the United States his 
invenutiuon was nut credited. 

The Chauvin family was very important to Louisiana and they 
led the revolt in 1763 from Spanish rule. 

The Trepagnie family descended from Roman Trepagnie and 
owned two of the largest plantations on the Mississippi River, 
Orman and Bonnet Carre. One of the Trepagnie girls married into 
the-Dubuisson family, who were among the earlist settlers of 


—————#ancock-County—and—St+- Tammany Parish Louisiana. There are many 


intersting stories about the early Cuevas family in Mississippi. 
He does not arive or at least his name is not found prior to the 
Galves expedition and there are stories that he aided the 
American cause during the war of 1812. However there is no 
documentary proof of this. However Fransico Fernandez de LeCuva 
in the early 1700's was the viceroy of new Spain and it is very 
likely that Juan de Cuevas was a descendant of his.
